The Notification of Abandonment mailed February 12, 2008 was also mailed to

On March 12, 2008, Applicants filed a Petition to Withdraw the Holding of 
Abandonment, in which Applicants demonstrated that Applicants had made a bona fide attempt 
to responds to the Notification of Missing Requirements mailed September 19, 2006. A copy of 
the Response to the Notification of Missing Requirements mailed on March 19, 2007 was 
enclosed with the petition, including the above-mentioned executed Power of Attorney and 
Correspondence Address Indication Form. At the time the Petition was filed, Applicants were 
not in possession of the Notification of Defective Response. 

A Decision in response to Applicants' Petition was mailed on May 28, 2008, again to 
Applicants' prior representative.
